The prices of domessic wool during 
the year on an average have declined 
About two cents per pound, and Av- 
Stralian and other foreign wools fully 
one cent. During the greater part of

The Method and Industry of Manu- 
factaring Gold and Silver 
Coin. 


—_—_—_—_—_—_—_ 


Epirorg Gazetre: Many, if rot all | 
of our people are awate of course that 
we have a United States Minot io our 
State, but of the many who know it 
and the numbers who have visited it, 
few know litfle of the workings or de- 
taile of the institution, nor even the 
value of it as an indastry to our State 
in genera) aud the mining interests in 
particular. Taking this view, a de- 
scription would be inferesting to your 
readers, as well as give those who 
have visited it and those who may, a 
better idea of the work requirei in 
turniog out the coin we see every day 
and of which we think so little, and 
yet so hard toobtain. A description 
of the building would be uninterest- 
ing; it is sufficient to szy that it was 
built for the purpose, with heavy 
stone walls, in which are commodious 
offices, work-rooms and iron vaults for 
the storage of bullion and coin, and 
the machinery and appliances are all 
of the most improved character and 
style, and while the Mint is not as 
large as the one at Philadelphia or 
San Francisco, the same amount of 
work can be turned ont, considering 
the force employed, as at either of the 
above Mints. 


THE OFFICERS 


Are Mr. 8. ©. Wright, Saperintend- 
ent; T. R. Hofer, Chief Clerk; P. B.

»; Coiner have immediate 
c of their departments and re- 
port to the Superintendent, who in 
turn re in detail to the Director of 
the Mint at Washington. Each de- 

ment has its separate system of 

ks, sub-officers, clerks and work- 
men. The number of employes ranges 
at about seventy-five, and each month 
from fifteen to twenty thousand dol- 
lars are distributed over the State for 
salaries and supplies alone, and the 
money for the purchase of bullion 
runs farinto the thourands. Thus it 
can be seen that it is an institution of 
no small im nee to our SBtate, 
and should be encouraged and every 
effort possible should be made to keep 
it grinding away; and while it may 
not keep every individual in the State 
directly, it keeps the State at large, 
and what keeps the State keeps every 
one living within its confines. 

THE COINING OF MONEY 

Is an interesting process, and begin- 
ning with the receipt of the bullion at 
the Mint, we will follow it through its 
many changes. Upon receirt of the 
ballion, it is carefully weighed in the 


Cashier’s office and sent to the melt- 
ing room connected with the Superin- 
tendent’s office, where it is melted and 
run into shoe-bars, sampled and as- 
spayed by the Assayer, and compnta- 
tions are made as to its fineness in 
gold and silver, and value. It is then 
turned over to the Melter and Refiner 
and ie sent to the refinery, where it is 

, or the gold and silver se 
ated, as well as other /netals. av- 
ing gone through proceesses with 
heat, acid baths, etc., it is precipitated 
and collected in a granulated or su- 
wary form, when it is placed in a mold 
and ao iumense pressure put on it 
by hydraulic power, where every vest- 
ige of moisture is pressed oat of it and 
it takes the form of a cheese. 
From there it goes to the melting 
room and by computation the requi- 
site amount of alloy, viz. : one to ten, 
is pat into the pots of silver and all is

The Canadian Offcial Tests, recently made, show

ter. The cotting machine runs at a 
wpeed of 280 strokes peg minute, and | 
the strip is drawn through over the | 
edge of a round collar of the necessary |

The operator 
on this machine must be an expert, as 
the whole work must be dore by the 
senses of feeling and sight. The plan- 
chettes are then thoroughly wasbed 
and sent to the adjasting room, where 
the ladies weigh each one separately, 
condemning those that are too light, 
and laying those that are heavy aside, 
to be filed down to proper weight. 
This work of adjusting the coins is of 
a very particular character, the ladies 
being required to observe the mdst 
perfect quiet while working, ast’. 
scales are so delicately adjusted that 
the least vibratioa of the air in the 
room is perceptible on the indicators | 
of the scales, and any jar or shock 

would produce a condemned coin. In 

filing, the blanks are touched by the | 
file and tested frequently, and the) 
work throughout is very important, 
and at times very trying. After this 
the blanks are subjected to a great 
heat and a bath of scid which thor- 
oughly cleanses them,and leaves them 
with a delicate as on the sur- 
face; this process is called whitening ; 
they are then ready for the presses. 
The presses are ponderous machines, 
and the blanks which have been 
milled before whitening, which 
is simply upsetting or raising the edge 
of the coin, are fed to the presses 
through a tube, where a pair of steel 
fingers take each blank separately, 
place it between the dies and at each 
revolution of the large baiance whee! 
the dies press the blank on the ob- 
verse and reverse sides at the same 
instant, with a power of 140 tons leav- 
ing on the coin the impression, to- 
gether with the nicks on the edge 
called the reading. 


The coins are then looked over and 
counted by young ladies, who from 
practice become adepts at this work, 
handling, examining each face of the 
coin for defects and counting them at 
the rate of about 100 pieces per min- 
ute. Any blemish or defect ig quickly 
detected and the coin condemned. 
The perfect coins are counted into 
500-piece lots and weighed, and are 
afterwards made into standard secks 
of $1,000. On silver two hundredths 
of an ounce is allowed on $1,000, but 
over this the sack is refused by the 
Superintendent, when it must be 
mixed over untila standard weight ig 
made. Fuyur hundredths of an ounce 
is allowed on $20,000 of gold. The 
coin is delivered to the Superintendent 
and is now ready forcirculation. The 
chips, miscuts, clippings, condemned 

n, etc., are also delivered to him 
aad by him tothe Melter and Refiner 
and remelted. The maximum 
centage of coin out of arua of silver 
isaboat 60 per cent. Mr. Colbarn, 
tive Coiner, prides himself on having 
mrade an average of about 574 per 
cent on silver and about 54 per cent 
on gold, which is a point or two better 
than any other Mint. In addition’ to 
this the record of wasteage and loss 
is much smaller, and the coin turned 
out being recognized as being superior 
in fineness and manufacture. Nuwmer- 
ons ts and disputes are heard 
as to amount of silver in a stand- 
ard dollar. and it is sometimes amus- 
ing to hear a person say that a dollar 
is only worth 63 or 65 cents.
